
Making Green Light and Avoiding Red Light Adaptations 
for Programs and Community and Societal Approaches

This worksheet is designed to help practitioners identify potential field adaptations during delivery, given opportunities and constraints in a particular setting. 
The “green light” and “red light” columns allow practitioners to group adaptations according to whether they do or do not support essential elements. Once 
completed, this worksheet can be used to help practitioners make adaptations during delivery that support essential elements and avoid adaptations that do 
not.
